Setup 

If this is the first time you've used Creative Writer 2, you need to install 
the program on your computer. Here's how. 

1. Turn on your computer and start Microsoft Windows 95. 

2. Put the Creative Writer 2 disc in the disc caddy (if needed) 
and then insert it into the CD-ROM drive. 

3. You'll see a screen that asks you if you want to set up 
Creative Writer 2.
